The freeway link was 
completed under two cony 
tracts, one from 190th St. to 
174th St. and the other from 
374th to. Hawthorne Blvd. 
Total construction cost was 
more than $10 million.

Work now will continue 
^ from Hawthorne Blvd north 

to Jefferson Blvd., a dis­ 
tance of 8.3 miles. There the 
freeway connects with the 
portion already completed 
as far as Sunset Blvd.

Projects underway cur­ 
rently are expected to com­ 
plete the entire freeway to 
San Fernando by mid-1963.

The freeway now is com-
0 pic-ted between the Harbor

and Long Beach Freeways,
and southwest to the Orange
County line.

Faces School Trustees

TORRANCE   A three 
per cent wage hike for all 
school district employes will 
be proposed by administra­ 
tion tomorrow night to the 
Board of Education.

The figure falls consider­ 
ably short, however, of a 
nine per cent pay increase 
requested by classified em­ 
ployes.

School trustees will take 
the matter under advise­ 
ment when they conduct 
their regular 7:30 p.m. meet­ 
ing at district offices, 2335 
Plaza Del Amo.

An employe union repre­ 
senting classified woikers 
has asked that its merrfbers 
get, an extra $30 monthly, 
and teachers want a revised 
salary schedule to allow 
more raises faster.

Expected to appear before 
school trustees- at Monday 
night's meeting is .lames 
Armstrong, past president of 
the Torrance Education As­ 
sociation.

In other action, school 
trustees will be asked to 
authorize a $16,000 match­ 
ing funds allocation for con­

struction of a pedestrian 
overpass at Crenshaw Blvd. 
and 187th St.

City and county officials 
already have approved their 
portion of construction costs 
for the project, termed "vi­ 
tally needed" for the pro 
lection of children attending 
Crenshaw Softool.

Also on Monday night's 
agenda is the report of an 
academic survey at North 
High School, completed re­ 
cently by an accrediting 
commission on secondary 
schools.

A Good Job 
Well Done

(An Editorial)

That adage about "too many cooks" doesn t al­ 
ways hold true.

Sometimes, the more cooks with their fingers in 
the pie, the quicker the pie gets done.

That is what has happened in the case of the San 
Diego Freeway, a portion of which was dedicated 
Friday in Torrance.

Members of the Intercity Highway Committee  
the "cooks" in this case finally have won their hard- 
fought campaign for early completion of the freeway.

They successfully argued that South Ray motor­ 
ists vitally need fast and safe access to and from 
their jobs. They obtained a promise that the free­ 
way would be started and finished two years ahead 
of schedule, a pledge which was partially fulfilled 
Friday.

When a group of community representatives met 
informally nine years ago, they scarcely imagined 
their destiny. Still, they voted a bond of inter-city 
cooperation for the achievement of common goals.

In the years that ensued. 11 Torrance-arca com­ 
mittees joined the Intercity Highway Committee. City 
councils each authorized one member as an official 
representative, and the group gained official sanction.

When it appeared some months ago that plans 
for a vehicle underpass at, Rosecrans Ave. and Avia­ 
tion Blvd. were bogged down, the Intercity Highway 
Committee made a plea to the county, the state and 
the federal government. Today, the underpass is near 
reality.

When committee members learned that. 1965 was 
the anticipated completion date for the San Diego 
Freeway, they again went to bat.

Today the freeway, too, is nearer reality. 
Although their campaign took them six times 

before the State Highway Commission, committee/ 
members fought discouragement. Despite delays, set­ 
backs and outright turndowns. they pressed for an 
acceptable construction schedule. The highway com­ 
mission finally agreed.

And so on Friday, the state made good its prom­ 
ise. Not only did it announce completion of a 4.6 mile 
stretch of freeway her«, but it pledged that work on 
the entire superhighway from Ventura to Signal Hill 
would be completed by April. 1963.

Thus, it is with great pride that we look toward 
the Intercity Highway Committee and its president, 
Torrance Councilman J. A. Reasley.

We wish them continued success in their fight 
for better motoring. We send them well-deserved and 
hard-earned congratulations for a job well done.

In short, we send them our heartfelt vote of 
thanks.

A Torance woman called 
Torrance police Friday 
morning at 1:30 to report 
that she had stabbed her 
husband and he was on his 
way to Harbor General Hos­ 
pital.

The suspect, now being 
held by police, is Joyce Ar- 
lene Gilbert, 35, wife of Leo 
Gilbert, I860 Torrance Blvd.

According to hospital offi­ 
cials, Gilbert is in fair con­ 
dition and is suffering from 
three knife wounds. He was 
stabbed with a five or six- 
inch kitchen knife.

Mrs. Gilbert told police 
that she and her husband 
began arguing at 11 a.m. 
and her husband struck her 
several times and rifled 
through her purse.

Then, Mrs. Gilbert said, 
she went into the kitchen 
and picked up a knife and 
returned to stab him. "The 
. . . didn't believe I'd do it. 
But 1 did and I hope the . . . 
dies," she told officers at the 
scene.

Police reports indicated 
that the suspect "smelled 
strongly of alcohol and 
spoke in a slurred manner."

The victim, taken to the 
hospital by his father-in-law, 
told officers he didn't hit or 
push his wife. He said he 
had told her to give him 
some cash, he was leaving.

Gilbert said he still loved 
his wife and didn't want 
anything to happen to her 
over this. "She just gets 
mad sometimes and losses 
her head," he told officers.

for a referendum election.

Despite the lack of sig­ 
natures, however. Mrs. 
Bisou said the question 
still merits consideration.

"We will ask the city 
council to consider dis­ 
trict reorganization," sh« 
said. "We feel the num­ 
ber of signatures \v« did 
collect was impressive 
enough to warrant a very 
close look at the propo­ 
sal."

Further strategy will b* 
mapped Monday during a 
meeting in the office of 
Attorney John Barton, an­ 
other proponent.
